Oklahoma City, Aug. 30.—C. M. Wit­ 
ter, a prominent banker of Tupelo,1 
Coal county, Oklahoma, who is eharg, 
ed with having killed J. H. Fisher, 
a school teacher of that city on July 
3, 1911, was admitted to bail in the 
sum of $20,000 by District Judge F. 
M. 
Bailey 
of Chickasha, 
Tuesday 
evening.* The hearing of the applica­ 
tion consumed the greater part of 
two days and was held in the coun-. 
ty court rooms in Oklahoma City. A 
number of Tupelo citizens were here 
to attend the bearing, including both 
the widow of the dead school teach­ 
er and Mrs. W itter, wife of the de- 
fenadnt. 
The defendant, himself, 
took 
the 
witness stand Tuesday ^ n d related 
her version of the killing. It did not 
differ m aterially from the story as 
brought out by the depositions and 
witnesses Monday, although he went 
into fuller details. He said that Fish­ 
er had become 
embittered 
against 
him on account of not being retained 
in the Tupelo schools, 
that 
Fisher 
had threatened to kill him time and 
time again and had done all in his 
power to 
arouse 
public 
sentiment 
against him. As he w as walking down 
the street one day, he stated that 
Fisher stepped up 
to 
him 
without 
w arning and struck him, knocking 
him down and rendering him uncon­ 
scious. 
Continuing, he said that he had 
been warned that Fisher 
m eant 
to 
kill him and that he w as in great 
fear that be would do so. On the day 
of the killing, he saw Fisher coming 
across the street with his hand on 
his breast, where he had been told 
Fisher carried his revolver. Stepping 
to the door of the bank, W itter testi­ 
fied that he fire twice. Afterwards he 
gave himself up, was admitted to bail 
and at once left home. When the 
grand jury met he was indicted on 
a charge of m urder, and had to go 
before Judge Bailey to secure bond.

ed over the face of the earth. The 
frost never went off the ground until 
about the last of (May. The farmers 
planted their crops, bait 
the

would hardly sprout, and when at 
last it came to the surface there was

That year it was a contest between 
the broker and the buyer to bear 
the price, so they could make more 
money, and the raiser, to keep the 
price up to w here he thought it ought 
to be. Now, this year wre have glow­ 
ing reports of a bumper cotton crop, 
but you will find these estim ates al­ 
ways come from the persons inter­ 
ested on the buying 
side, 
for 
the 
identical purpose they had in view' 
during 1907. I have been over the 
state, and I tell you the cotton con­ 
ditions are not flattering. Owing to 
the probable reduction in the amount 
of state production, the farm er should 
be entitled to alb 
his

age it? The farm er of the South will 
probably be asked to hold his cotton, 
it he is able, if not, to sell not more 
than one bale in five, and when the 
market bears see that we mean bus­ 
iness they will seek some sort of ad­ 
justm ent.” 
The government’s report gave the 
Oklahoma production last year 900,- 
bales, while the state board of 
agriculture totaled it but 846,OOO. The 
difference is accounted for

Cotton experts connected with the 
state government insist that for this 
year the indications do not point to 
more than 760,000 to 800,000 hales. 
Good showers have fallen in South­
